The materialist is right as 
far as he has gone with his in- 
vestigations of natural phenomena, 
but he has stopped upoa 
threshold of a great scope of 
scientific research. There is a vast 
field of knowledge just beyond the 
halting place of materialistic 
thought, a vast fleld of. spiritual 
knowledge of which the material- 
ist can have no conception. 

The subject, ‘‘Materialism, or 
the blind force working at ran- 
dom,” should be chan ged to ‘‘Spir- 
itualism, or the key to truth, light 
and knowledge.” Materialism deals 
with the present and the past; 
Spiritualism treats of the past, 
present and the future life of the 
human race. Materialism treats 
of matter as matter only. Spirit- 
ualism treats of the spiritual 
forces of nature governing and 
directing the cosmos.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 


Voted at last Convention to sub- 
mit the following proposed amend- 
ment to Convention of 1901: 

‘We recommend an amendment 


to. the Constitution changing the 


order of election of Trustees to 
select three members each for a 
term of one, two and three years, 
thereafter for a term of three years 
each, thus continuing six old mem- 
bers in their positions and electing 
two new ones at each Convention.’ 
The following proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution are sub- 
mitted by committee appointed at 
1900 Convention to revise the same: 
Amend Article IV by 
outall wordsafter the word‘ ‘ballot,” 
in the fifth line, and substituting 
the following: ‘‘At the regular 
annual Convention by the Delegates 


assembled in the following order: 


Commencing with the Canvention
